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Considerable remissions on account of deaths and deserters were made, These were 
probably partially owing to.the bigh prices that existed during part of the year. 

Fees and Fines and other Cesses.—These call for no especial remark, x 

Road Tolls and Ferries —The lessee of the Gyaspur ferry has failed to pay Re. 42 due from 
him. Since the close of the year Rs. 4 has n realized, but Rs, 88 still remains to be 
realized. Process has been issued. 

We notice that some of, the ferries were held khas at the beginning of the year, and the 

' tolls collected by the'police. The results were not satisfactory ; and we see that at a later 
period all the ferries were leased out. We notice that the ferries were let for much less this 
year than last. 

Sale of Produce and Stores.—A sum of only Rs. 50 was estimated under this head, and 
Rs. 174-14.3 were realized. 

We beg to suggest that there is no reason why the income derived from this source 
should not be considerably increased. The money realized is obtained for the most part 
through the police on account of the sale of a'blown-down. treg, or the rent of a fruit tree 
here and there, and items of this nature. 

The Committee, however, have on the sides of many of their roads a property in the form 
of trees rapidly increasing in value, and they could doubtless, by keeping under. the control 
of the Engineer’s establishment the renting of fruit trees and letting out of the fisheries in the 
water-courses along some of the roads in the rains, make some substantial addition to their 
present income. i 

Miscellaneous.—The large sum under this bead of receipt is owing to an adjustment of a 
disputed item having been made by order.of the Acconntant-General. 

: Deposits received and advances recovered,—We have carefully examined the account of 
each depositor and of-every one who has received an advance, and found them correct. 
Nothing under the head of deposit appears to call for remarks. 

Advances ri ed.—We regret to see that the sum of Rs. 813-4.8, due for several years 
from the Manager of the — le Coal Company on account of money advanced for, but not 
spent on, the repairs of the Doobrajpore road, bas not yet been recovered. Rs. 38-8 is shown 
as an outstanding advance with the Sub-Divisional Officer of Raneegunge. It appears, however, 
that the late Manager of the Bengal Coal Company has been allowed tó go away with Rs, 58-6 
.of the Committee's inoney on his promising to send it from England. The deficiency is 
reduced to Rs. 85-8 by two other gentlemen having spent more op village roads than was 
«made over to them. It does not seem satisfactory that the Committee’s money should have 
been taken in this way. 

"There has been an unadjusted advance of Rs. 5-4 with the District Engineer for 18 months; 
there appears to be no reason why it should not be adjusted at once, + : ۱ 

Expenditure —Each item has been examined, and, with the following exceptións, the 
authority for each payment has been produced :—A box containing certain office records was 
robbed during the latter part of 1876 and a number of vouchers stolen, These are of course 
not forthcoming: a saticbactory account of them is filed in the office. Voucher No. 98 for 
Re. 100, advanced for the purchase of office furniture, does not exist; a voucher, however, for 
Re, 97-9, which was actually spent, bas been produced, and the balance, Rs, 2-7, has been shown

We would suggest that some rule should be laid down as to the responsibility of seeing ` 


that the bungalow chowkidars are paid regularly. ‘The certificate of the accountant would 
probably be sufficient. ; ۰ 

We have also carefully compared the expenditure with the budget-estimate. The saving 
effected in the establishment is owing to their pay for September 1876 having been distributad 
within that month on account of the Doorga Pooja vacation; consequently the pay for 
11 months only has been given. There is an excess expenditure under the heads of contin- 
gencies and tools and plant. : = 

We have found it impossible to compare with any satisfactory results the expenditure on, 
and the estimates sanctioned for, public works, Many works appear to have been undertaken 
in anticipation of sanction, and many works sanctioned appear to have been either not carried 
out, or not paid for, within the year. 


We would suggest that a register should be kept of all sanctions and of all payments ` 


made on account of the works sanctioned, and the balance Struck out at the end of the 
year. The Distriet Engineer might then report how much of the unexpended portion is likely 
to be required to complete the work. : 

We would also suggest that a statement of advances outstanding should be prepared 
quarterly in the proper register, as is done monthly in the case of deposite, 

We would enquire how the Chairman. is informed that security deposits required from 
contractors and lessees are actually made at the proper time. . 

In one or two instances the books do not appear to have been regularly signed by the 
Vice-Chairman. The condition of the books and the accuracy of the accounts reflect credit 
on the Accountant, Baboo Umbica Charan Mitter. 

P.S.—With reference to the Committee’s remark as to the fluctuation of cess on account 
of lands, we beg to append a note prepared by the Deputy Collector in charge of the road

8. There were seven meetings held, at which an average of five members attended, The 
attendance of the non-official members was very unsatisfactory. Some of them, viz., Baboos 
Mohesh Chundra Banerjee and Bani Madhub Banerjee and Mr. J. L. Reuss, did not attend any 
meeting at all. I may remark that no notice appears to have been taken of the proyisions 
of Section 49 of the Road Cess Act, from which it appears members are only appointed for two 
years. New members have from time to time been appointed ; but the old members were not 
re-appointed, although they were still allowed to act. Strictly speaking, the only persons who 
are really non-official members now are Messrs, Wright and Thomas and Baboos Nobin 
Chundra Chatterjee and Dwarka Nath Mookerjee, Application for the re-appointment of such of 
the members as have taken an interest in the work has now been made, 

4. Isubmit herewith a statement of particulars about the meetings of. the Committee in 
the form prescribed in paragraph 10 of Government Resolution No. 1286 dated 13th March 1876. 

5. Baboo Juggobundho Khan held the office of Vice-Chairman from the Commencement 
of the year-to July 1877. Baboo Mohendra Nath Bhuttacharjea has been lately elected Vice- 
Chairman, and the annual accounts have been prepared by him. 

6. The work under the Committee was carried on by Baboo Nobogopal Banerjee 
throughout the year, and his thorough acquaintance with the resources of the district and lon 
experience in the Department of Publie Works have been. of great assistance to the Committee. 

7. Most of the works which are carried on in M. distriet are of a petty nature, and 
in very few instances is it necessary to submit estimates for the professional scrutiny 
and approval of the Executive Engineer of the Division ; so the qualifications of an officer 
of the overseer’s grade have been found sufficient to answer all purposes of the Committee 
for the present. 

8. Asthe work of the office was light, the Collection and Road Fund Offices were amal- 
gamated in July last year. The establishment, consisting of two clerks and two peons, has been 
found to work well. Temporary peons are occasionally employed for the service of processes 
under the Road Üess Act, and the process fees ‘realized more than pay forgghe peons enter- 
tained. . 

9. The following were the principal subject which engaged the attention of the Com- 
mittee during the year. ld 

10. Ata meeting, at which nine members were present, held on the 22nd August 1876, 
the Committee resolved unanimously to levy the maximum rates of cesses during the year, to 
enablg them to repair the existing roads and bridges and to complete some of those roads which 
were left incomplete last year for want of funds, 

11. The estimate of income and expenditure for the year was also prepared at the above 
meeting. The Ss were estimated at Rs. 38,768 and the expenditure at Rs, 36,318. 

12. "The actual receipts during the year were Rs. 25,866-10-5 ; the difference is due to a 
portion of the demand on account of cess on lands and houses for the year not having been 
realized till after the close of the year. It is satisfactory, however, to add that the outstand- 
ing balance at present is only Rs. 1,000, ec 

18. It is principally the ghatwals and non-resident landholders who are behindhand in 
their payments. For the most part the road cess on lands is levied without difficulty, but 
great difficulty is experienced in realizing the house cess, the assessment having in the first 
instance been unsatisfactorily made. 2 Sp 

14. The total amount sanctioned for the repairs of the existing roads during the year under 
report was Re. 8,450, of which Rs. 3,417-10-0 were paid during the year, and Rs., 4,032.5.8 
are still due to contractors. There has been a saving of Rs. 1,000 under this head. The 

fact is, some of the contractors made their tenders at so low a rate that they have almost 
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Senge? themselves in carrying out the work. It ie to be expected that next year the rates 
will be highér. . Tn addition to the amount allotted under this head, Rs. 800 were subsequently 
sanctioned by the Committee for repairing the damages caused by heavy floods and other 
casualties during the year. The charge will be met from the savings to be effected. 

15. Similarly Be. 1,830 will also be saved under the hegd of original works ; the amount 
sanctioned for such works was Rs. 13,244, that amonnt paid during the year Re. 2,165-5-10, 
and that still due Rs. 9,248-10-2. The quality of work done, however, appears to be in 
no way inferior to that done at full rates. .. 

16. The Committee at their meetings held on the 20th December 1876, 20th February, 
21st May, and 26th June 1877, sanctioned the estimates for the repairs of the roads and for 
the original works executed during the year. ۳ 

17. Repüirs.—A the existing roads in the district were repaired as usual during the 
year. Thefe is nothing which-calls for epecidl remarks. 

18. Original works.—No new lines of road were opened in the district during the year, 
with the exception of two village ronds, of whioh details will appear in its proper place. 

19, The amount spent under-this bead (Original works) was und for the construc- 
tion of culverts on some of the Toads which could not be completed during the previous year 
for want of funds. » 

20. The following were the works which were executed dnring the year :一 

The road from Bankoora to Taldangra.—The first seven miles of the road were bridged the 
year before; 24 culverts on the last 154 miles of the road are in course of construction, and will 
shortly be completed. ۳ 

The road from Chatna to Susunia.— Ten culverts were constructed during the year under 
report. 

The road from Beliatore to ¿he Damoodah.—Bricks have been manufactured for the construe- 
tion of culverts on this road. 

The road from Dalpur to Mohesna.—A the culverts on this road have been constructed, 
with the exception of one of a treble 14-feet span. This was not taken up during the year, 
as the plans and sections and the estimate for the work, which were submitted to the higher 
authorities for sanction, have only been lately received. The necessary provision for the work 
has been made in the current year's estimate. 

The road from Bishenpur to Sonamukhi.—The last 74 miles (a portion of which 
was constructed during the famine) was taken up during the year. It will shortly be 
completed. 

91. Village roads.— Two village roads were started during the year. 

"The first is a rond running through the village of Mejia, 14 miles in length, The total 
outlay for the work was Rs. 282. The work has been completed. The land required for the 
road was given free of charge. 

The second is a road from the 49rd mile of the provincial road from Raneegunge to 
Midnapore to the village called Telibgria vid Damoodarbati. The road is 24 miles in length. 
The work will shortly be complete Rs, 265 have been sanctioned for the work. The land 
for the road has also been made over to the Committee free of cost. 

‘As the sum of Rs. 500 only was allotted for village roads, the other two village roads 
proposed to be constructed through the villages of Bikna and Sanbanda were not taken up for 
want of funds, They will be taken in hand during the current year. 

22, Patakola and Lokepur ghats of the river Dalkesore are the only ferries under the 
control of the Committee. They were worked fairly during the year under report. 

Under the recent orders of Government, the proceeds derived from all the ferries will in 
future go to the eredit of the provincial reserve fund. 

23. The toll-gates on the several roads of the district were managed by their farmers in 
a satisfactory manner. Rs. 2,795 only were realized from the tolls, and it is hoped that the 


Committee may soon be able to dispense with this source of income altogether. 

'$4. The accounts were examined by the Audit Committee specially appointed for the 
purpose, and were carefully examined by the members with the assistance of the Vice- 
Chairman, The accounts were also scrutinized by the Deputy Examiner of Accounts. _ 

95. Works proposed to be taken up during the current year.—The Committee have ‘allotted 
Rs. 10,000 for repairing all the existing roads of the district during the current year. 

A sum of Rs, 13,000 has also been apportioned under the head “Original works.” Of 
this sum, Rs. 1,000 have been. provided for the construction of village roads. : 

26. It is proposed to construct three village roads during the year—one through the 
village of Sanbanda, anotber through that of Bikna, and the third through the village of 
Ramsagar. The question of — the road from Bankoora to oe 2 will also be 
laid before the Committee; if approved, a partial revision of the budget will be necessary. 

27. Bishenpur to Sonamukhi Road.—lt is proposed to construct culverts on the entire 
Jength of the newly constructed portion of the Joyrampur road, with a view to open it for 
traffic. This is one of the important lines of communications in the district. Re. 3,000 have 
been allotted for the purpose. ۲ 

28. Mahara to Durlabpur Road.—Re. 900 have been estimated for the constraction of 
— on this road, It was constructed during the famine, but was left unfinished for want 
of fonds. :

33. The heavy demands made upon the Committee's income during the late famine by 
the construction of several new roads have left them but little option to: do any other work 
than to complete those which’ were thus left unfinished. ^ 
34. In conclusion, I beg to mention here favorably of the services of Baboo Nobogopal 
Banerjee, the District Overseer, who worked satisfactorily throughout the year, The Committée 
haye, in recognizance of his good services, increased his salary from Rs, 195 to Rs. 150, 
including allowance.

17. Village roads.—The southern and south-western portions of the district of Howrah 
being destitute of regular roads, and where no main lines can be constructed except at an 
immense cost, and in competition with boat traffic, my predecessor, after consulting the 
Magistrate of “Howrah, decided that the best way was to feel for traffic by a liberal 
expenditure on village roads, so as at all events to satisfy the rate-payers. Of Rs, 10,000 
allotted to village roads, Rs. 6,666 was allotted to Howrah alone, and of this, the sum 
of Rs. 4,124 was exponded in the Moheshrakha and Rs. 2,016 in, the Howrah Sub-Division, 
More would have been spent profitably had agency been available, In the Sudder Sub. 
Division; of Rs. 1,066 allotted, tts, 1,371 was expended, and in Serampore Sub-Division, of 
Re. 1,666 allotted, Rs. 758. was expended. After joining Howrah in April last I commenced 
organizing Sub-Committees throughout the district as an agency for the expenditure 
of the village road allotments, and I am now engaged in the same task inthe Hooghly 
District, I have found no difficulty hitherto except those arising from the magnitude of 
the task, und $he necessity of personally seeing the members and explaining their duties to 
them, and I hope to have established a very widespread agency before the end of this cold 
season. 

18. Stone metal. The Hooghly feeder-road was the only one that was newly metalled 
during” the year with stone from Rajmehal ; owing to the heavy traffic on this road, no other 
metal stands møre than a year, 

19. Relief work.—No relief works were carried out in this district daring the year, 

20. There were five toll-bars inthe district, the proceeds of which were assigned to the Dis- 
trict Road Fund. Of these, the toll-gates at Kullensree and Juggutbullubpore were abolished 
m October last, and the remainder, viz., Bydibatty, Jhamperdah, and Dabeepara, will be-removed 
at the termination of the current cess year, as the Committee, from a financial point of view, 
resolved that the tolls on the latter three should continue for one year more and not longer, to 
enable them to complete the metalling of those roads in the portions most needed, 

21. General condition of the roade.—The general condition of the roads is good. Class I. 
roads were kept in good drivable order throughout the year, and those under class H. during 
the dry season, > 

22. Of the trees that were planted by the sides of two district roads, one-third will come to 
maturity, as they have sufficiently grown to be left to themselves, 

23. The works of the district have been in the charge of the District Engineer, 
Mr. W. H. Wells, taken over from the Public Works Department, The subordinate engineer- 
ing establishment consists of an overseer and three sub-overseers, each being in charge of a 
sub-division. d : 

24. Future schemes.—The following is a list of the most important works to be undertaken 
by the Committee in the year 1877-78 :一 e 

The construction of a new road from Dipa to Ampta, at an estimated cost of Rs. 10,600, 
This road will form part of a direct communication between Howrah and Ampta, and will open 
up a most populous and fertile part of ‘the Howrah District, At present Howrah is cut off 
from the ‘west, owing to want of roads, The road is to be done in sections, and will take 
about three years to complete. 

The metalling of the Bydibatty feeder-road with stone cost Rs. 9,000. This will 
carry the metalled portion of the feeder as far as Bhola. 

Construction of a new road from Senye to Malipara cost Rs. 3,000, Rs. 1,000 of which 
has been promised by a private person. 

Repairs to the Pandooah and Culna road cost Rs. 4,500. 

Repairs to the Hooghly and Dhuneakhalli road cost Rs. 4,500. 

Repairs to Howrah and Juggutbullubpore road cost Rs. 4,000. 

Repairs to the old Benares road cost Rs. 5,000. ۰ y 

Besides these, there are others of less importance which need not be specified here, as they 
have Been entered in the budget for the year already submitted. 1 may mention, however, that 
a further som of Rs. 9,360 will be expended on the Bydibatty feeder=road to complete its 
stone metalling up to the end of Nalicool, where the road divides itself into two branches, , 
This sum could not be entered in the budget, as at the time of its preparation it was not certain 
whether the tolls on this road should be retained or abolished. h 

25. In conclusion, I beg to state that the general «condition of the roads and bridges is 
rapidly improving, and it is expected that within a few years all the large roads passing from 
one end of the district to the other will be metalled throughout, which is very desirable, as it 
will considerably increase the wealth and material prosperity of the district. The members of 
the Committee (many of whom are zemindars) are, I am glad to say, now beginning to appre- 
ciate the benefits which are being derived from the road cess by the inhabitants of the dis- 
trict. Iam borne out in this statement by the fact that in the first two years of the introduc- 
tion of the cess thé members of the Committee hesitated to levy the cess at the maximum: 
rate, but since the last two yeärs the highest rate has been levied by the unanimous*consent of 

the Tnétibers, who feel that the expenditure is rapidly increasing the value of their lands and 
the wealth of the ryots, and is in fact opening out a new future to the inhabitants of the 
Hooghly District, As regards Howrah, the northern part is now participating in these benefits, 
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and there is no reason why, from its proximity to 
from any expenditure. i * 
/ The diffienKies are, however, greater than in Hooghly, where there are many old long 
neglected tracks which only required improvement ahd rehabilitation ; whereas In Howrah 
the soil is swampy and there are few old tracks, The first line in importance is that already 
taken up, due west to Ampta. Along this line, when completed, I believe the traffic will be 
very great, and it will probably have to be metalled with stone. In the south we must be 
cortent with village roads till we see on what direction the traffic sets. At present there 
is no cart traffic, and it is useless .to spend large sums to make roads to compete with boat 
traffic till we,are assured that they will compete suecessfully. In the meantime the resus- 
citation of the Gyeghatta Khal, which has nearly silted up, must be pursued energetically, 
and at any reasonable expense. 

26. Working of the Road Cess System—As has been already remarked in paragraph 25, 
the Road Oess System is becoming popular. It presses lightly, and its benefits are being felt. 
I regret that, as shown in paragraph 17 above, 80 little was donein the Serampore Sub-Divi- 
sion towards expenditure on village roads, of the sums which my predecessor Sir William 
Herschel so wisely induced the Committee to allot for the — and it is some gratification 
to myself to know that, though in charge of Howrah only from March 1877, Ẹ was able, owing 
to the postponement of the rains, to spend effectively the whole of the large Howrah allotment 
within a few rapees. The small expenditure in Serampore was doubtless owing to the want 
of organized executive sub-committees, and to a fear of responsibility on the part of the 
Sub-Divisional Officer naturally arising from this want. It is, of course, impossible to nfinutely 
supervise village expenditure, or extensively employ the Engineer's establishment for the 
measurement of the works done by village organization. Ali that can be done is to obtain 
the services of persons in whom the villagers have confidence, and to explain to all that the 
money ia theirs and they must watch its expenditure. Of course, the District and Sub-Divi- 
sional Officers should see in their tours that the villagers are satisfied, and that useful work has 
been done. "These principles of village road expenditure I have explained to the Sub-Divisional 
Officer, and I anticipate much better results next year. 

27. This subject of village road expenditure is intimately connected with the working 
of the road cess, because it is only in this way that its benefits can be brought home to the 
mass of the cess-payers. Our main lines are appreciated to the full; but as the artery is inoom- 
plete without a net-work of capillary veins, so every main road must be supplied with in- 
numerable branches befure it can perform its functions completely. Every cart used in place 
of a pack=bullock effects a saving of 50 per cent. on the cost of carriage, and re-pays the ryot 
his road cess with interest, It is gratifying to watch the increase of carts and the establish- 
ment of cart manufactories on the new roads opened out in the famine year and since main- 
tained by the road cess, and to be able to comply with the applications for new roads, always 
numerous in Hooghly, but which in former days could never be attended to. 

98. The payment of the land cess has been made cheerfully, and the arrears are not due 
to wilful evasion, but to actual difficulties on the part of the payers. These chiefly arise 
from one cause, viz., the difficulty of apportioning the payment amon eo-sbarers. Co-sharers 
are aware of the proportion they have to pay as Jand revenue, but this does not help them for 
the principle is different. Equal share-holders pay different sums as road cess, as the latter 
is calculated on the annual value, The burden in the end falls on the principal share-holders, 
who have often to pay petty sums in default from small co-sharers, which it is not worth their 
while to recover from them in the courts. Gradually this difficulty will disappear as people 
learn the amount actually payable ; but inthe meantime itis vexatious and destroys the sym- 
metry of the Collector's returns. Possibly some improvement may result from the registration 
of shares now in progress. 

29, The several establishments entertained gave satisfaction in the discharge of their 
duties. The Committee have purchased a commodious and convenient office, in which all the 

„establishments except the clerks, who sit in the towjee department, are accommodated. The 
Vice-Chairman, Baboo Shyamadhuba Roy, Deputy Collector, takes a great and intelligent 
interest in his duties, and supplies with ability the explanations required by the Committee and 
the Chairman. . * 

30. Of the Engineer and bis establishment, my predecessor has already recorded bis high 
opinion on several occasions. Mr. Wells has now gone on furlough, and I may say that the 
mmittee and myself deeply regret his loss. He carried out most punctually and carefull: 
all that he had to do. His work was excellent, and his subordinates well trained and well 

selected. The office of the Engineer is also in complete order, 

31. The Committee at the Sudder Station is a body of influential, welPeducated, and 
intelligent gentlemen; most of them are considerable landholders but there are exceptions. 
1 am glad to say they are all of them#my personal friends, and whilst none of them hesitates to 
express his opinion, they display no obstructive distrust or vexatious interference. Above all, 
they take a great personal interest in the improvement of the district, and to that end grudge 
no trouble or expense. It is in very few districts that such Committees can be obtained, and 
1 know that this consideration was one of the principal motives of my predecebsor in so strongly 
desiring tochave his last year of service associated with Hooghly.

Imate the honor to forward herewith, in duplicate, a detailed account of income and 
expenditure of the District Road Fund for the past cess year ending 30th September 1877, and 
also to submit the following report on the works of local improvement that were undertaken 
during that year, and those proposed to be carried out during the current year 1877-78, in 
conformity with the instructions contained in Government Circular No. 50 of the 23rd 
July 1873. i 

2. The year opened with the large balance of Rs. 56,037-10-4, owing to the road between 
Dacca and Manikgunge, which was the main work proposed for the year, not having been 
sanctioned, and the receipts of the year come to Rs. 1,23,892-14-10, including the Government 

nt of Rs. 39,367-14-7, being half the cost of the dredger, making a total of Rs, 1,79,930-9.2 
En available funds of the distriet for the year. The total expenditure on works, establish- 
ments, tools, and plant, &e., a ted to Rs. 89,656-10-6, leaving a balance of Rs, 90,273-14-8. 
at ee of the year. Of the total outlay, Rs. 66,627-9 were spent through the Publio 
Works Department. i : : 

8. The Jarge decréase between the actual receipts of ferries in the receipt side and the 
amount estimated calls for notice. Owing to difficulties experienced in collecting kists, the 
ferries were let in March 1877, under the sanction conveyed in your No. 15L. dated 17th 
January 1877, for six months only, from April to September,in order to bring the year for 
which the ferries were let into agcordance with the cess year, and also to make the payment of 
the rent easier to the ferrymen, as under the former arrangement they had to pay instalments 
when there was no profit. As most of the ferries remai open only for two months out of ` 
the six for which they were let on account of the rains, a decrease was inevitable. Since the 
above arrangement was made orders have been received from Government withdrawing the

(3.) On the application of certain persons the bunds in the roadside cutting at Otholee 
on the Goalundo were removed, wi a view to make a clear passage for boats during the - 
rains through the side cutting, and a wooden bridge constructed over the cutting opposite 
Otholee Bazar at a total cost of Rs. 263-13-6. - 

(&) The earthwork of the road from Rampal to Tongibaree, which was half completed 
during 1875-76 from the donation of Baboos Dinobundhu and Kalikishore Chuckerbutty, bas 
been almost finished during the year under review at a cost of Re. 603-1, of which Re. 500 was 
granted from the Sudder وه‎ Divisional allotment for village works, the remaini Rs. 108-1 
being defrayed from the balance of donation of 1875.76. The work has been done by the 
donors under the supervision of the Chairman of the Moonsheegunge Branch Committee, who 
re : that some wooden bridges are required on this road to make it passable throughout the 
whole year. í 

(5. Petty village works were also executed by the Branch Committees of Moonshee- 
gunge and Manikgunge, as detailed in the annual account, and do ngt require any special 
comment. - ‘ 

(6.) The entry of Rs. 680-10 in red ink against the Goalundo road and bridges in the 
expenditure side is the adjustment of refunds made in conformity with the instructions 
conveyed in Government Circular in the Public Works Department, No. 89A.° dated 5th 
December 1876, by crediting the amount to the particular work ; and as there was no expendi- 
ture on this work in the year from which the sum in question could be deducted, it has, 
therefore, been entered in red ink as a minus quantity agreeably to paragraph 5 of the 
abovementioned Circular. ۱ 

Of the aforesaid amount, Re. 680-10, Rs. 412 represents the security deposit of Baboo 
Nobin Chunder Roy, contractor, for the fulfilment of his contract for the manufacture of bricks 
for the Goalundo road bridges during 1874-75, which was forfeited under the instructions of 
the Deputy Examiner of Publie Works Accounts, Bengal, and credited to the work inthe 
Executive Enginer's sub-schedule. This reduced the expenditure on district works for the 
month in which the adjustment was made, and augmented the balance of the District Road 
Fund in hand of the Executive Engineer; the remaining, Rs. 268-10, being the recovery of 
excess charges made in December 1875 to the said contractor for manufacturing bricks for the 
12 bridges on the Goalundo road, which was refunded in cash to this office by the Executive 
Engineer; ۱ ١ 


REPAIRS: 


(7.) The Mymensingh road (5% miles) has been cleared of jungle and usual surface repairs 
done to it. Repairs have also been effected to certain wooden and masonry bridges, and 
65,487 cubic feet of earthwork executed in places to prevent inundation during rains. The 
whole work has been done within the estimate, i.e., ata total cost of Re. 2,914-8-3. The 
reason of the excess expenditure shown in the annual accounts is that certain works done during 
1875-76 were paid for during the year under report. ‘The arches of two pucea culverts, one at 
Goraran and the other at Salna, came down in consequence, it is reported, ۸ number of elephants 
having passed over them at once. Provision is made in the budget to renew the former culvert 
in the current year ; but no provision for the renewal of the latter could be made,,as the damage 
was caused since the budget-estimate was framed. It is, however, to be covered with planks 
to render it fit for traffic. > 

(8. Asum of Rs. 2,290.11-8 was laid out im putting the Moonsheegunge-Sreenuggur 
road as far as Singpara into order. Out of this sum, Rs. 773-8-9 was spent in executing seek 
260,000 cubic feet of earthwork) Rs. 1,069-19-6 in erecting four new wooden bridges, height- 
ening four, and repairing three bridges, and Rs. 447-6 in renewing 16 bamboo bridges and 
one bamboo sakho. The road is now in a good state, and passable throughout the year 
up to Singpara. ; ۱ 

(9.) The metallingin the Naraingunge road has been repaired in places where it was found 
necessary, and the bam piling on the fifth mile has also been renewed; earthwork and 
turfing to side-slopes ‘exeéuted where necessary, and also to the piling; petty repairs also done 
to the iron suspension bridge on the first mile, The total expenditure incurred is Rs. 2,815-0-3. 
The contractor failed to do the work within the contract time, and his security, deposit has been 
forfeited by the Executive Engineer. * : 0 > 

Speci repairs were also done to the Pagla bridge at the fifth mile of the Naraingun 
road, as also to the bridge at the end of the sixth mile, for damage done to them during the 
last rains, at a cost of Rs. 399-3-9. This charge was not provided for in the budget-estimate, 
as the damage was done after it was framed; but your sanction was obtained to meet it from 
general savings of the fand. — + . Bean Cu 
i (10,) The section of the Goalundo road between Shealo and Manikgunge has been repaired: 

ata cost of Rs. 969-1-2. The miner y ed in surface repairs, petty repairs to bridges 

that were out of order, bamboo piling a Shealo, and in paying for chowkidars employed fo

(11.) An expenditure of Rs, 80.9.9 was incurred in repairing and re-erectihg the stable 
and de cook-houses attached to the Mohadeb; inspection b 
ee "Pug pection bungalow on the Goalundo road, 
(12.) Ordinary annual repairs were done to the Kolatya road, and nine wooden bri 
newly erected in place of temporary bamboo sakhos. A. breach at Pateajor on this road was 
also filled up, leaving six feet in the centre of the gap untouched for the passage of water, and’ 
bamboo piling put up on either side to protect the new earthwork. A bamboo bridge was 
also p over the opening with wooden posts, and bamboo platform covered with mats and 
earth. The total expenditure incurred on this road is Rs. 1,189-5-6, and is witbin the budget 
grant. 


(18) The road from’ Nawabgunge to Moniat, commonly called the Moniat road, has been 
— and cleared of jungle. "Two bamboo bridges were also erected on the line, and bamboo 
Em done to them to protect the earth of the approaches. The total expenditure incurred is 

s. 932-8-6, which is Rs. 266-8-6 more than the budget grant. The excess expenditure is 
chiefly owing to a deep hole in Mouzah Ekrashi, Meaused by a Whirlpool having been filled up. 
This work was found to be e ner necessary after the Bring ut was framed. The 
gaps at Sadipore were also filled up by the contractor through error last year, though provision 
for this latter work was made in the Eas. ir of the current year. The extra charge was met 
from savibgs under the sanction conveyed in your No. 314R. dated 6th August 1877. 


(14.). The Bydobazar road was put into working order and partly cleared of jungle, at a 
total ve Pa of Rs. 1,448-1-6, including repairs to bridges. A min * the —— 9 
Re. 414-8-3, was not disbursed during the year. Five bridges on this line have been repaired, 
and two wing-walls and one of the abutment walls of another bridge were renewed, and the 
roadway covered with planking. Another wing-wall of this last-named bridge, which was 
charged for by the contractor, as also renewed brickwork, tumbled down during fi last rains, 
and on inquiry it came to light that the same was not actually renewed by the contractor, but 
only a few feet on the top of it was so done. Provision has been made to rebuild it during the 
present year. The contractor also did to this bridge certain extra works not provided for in 
the estimate, which the Committee allowed after inquiry as to its necessity. The District 
Engineer reports that the bridges on this road are in a dilapidated state, and proposes to 
examine and report on them in the dry season, when he can get at the foundations. 

(15.) Petty village works have also been carried out by the Central Committee and the 
Branch Committees of Moonsheegunge and Manikeunge, out of the allotment for village roads, 
the details of which are given in the annual accounts, 

5. The Moonsheegunge Branch Committee have not been as active as usual, but there 
is a decided improvement in the Manikgunge Committee's work in the year, 

6. . The dredger has been perfectly useless all the year, in consequence of the alterations 
not being completed, though the Committee have spent Rs. 12,608-7-6 on her and 
on two barges for ber. During the year two new large barges suitable for river work 
arrived ; but the price charged for them by the Dockyard authorities, being found in excess 
of the original estimate, has not been paid pending reply to a reference made to Government 
on the subject: An additional cabin was also erected on the dredger and a roof put over her 
at a cost of Rs. 228 and Re. 2,333-1, Ug "wie e former amount has been paid during 
the current vear; and out of the latter, Rs. 882-0-3.only was disbursed last year and included 
in Rs. 12,608-7-6 abovementioned, the balance having been paid during the present year, 
The alterations to the dredger have since been finished, and the vessel will soon be brought 
here for the purpose of dredging the Bart of the Boorigunga river near Shampore, which is 
shoaling very much. 

7... During the whole year the Committee: have themselves managed the repair works 

h a suv-overseer acting under their immediate orders, with the exception of Goalundo 
and Naraingunge roads, which two, on account of their importance, were left in the charge of 
"the Public Works Department. The repairs on them, as well of the rest of the works, have been 
” carried out ‚by the Committee’s own establishment, consisting of two overseers under the 
supervision of the Exeentive Engineer. S 
. 8. The road cess collections are got in with little trouble, but there is considerable 
bling as to the Committee having done no work; and this is well founded, for during the 
E three years no original work has been done owing to the delay in sanctioning the 
Goalundo road. This and the failure of the dredger together make it appear as if the 
Committee simply collected money and spent nothing, except in repairs and a few petty 
village works. This slur will, I trust, be removed in the current year. 
9, The executive staff consists of three overseers. The Executive Engineer bas reported 
‘most favourably of one, Baboo Gungadinath Mookerjea; the second, Baboo Guru Prasanna 
berjen, was reported very badly of, and he has resigned and gone to Burrisal; the third 
-got blind and has Had to be dismissed in consequence. 2 
` ` The office staff have worked well, particularly the head clerk, who has well earned his 
promotion to accountant. 1 He Ac 
M. Owing to more districts having been added to the Executive Engineers Division, 
he had scarcely any time to supervise the district works, The Committee, therefore, have 
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entertained a separate Engineer of their own from the beginning of the current year to carry 
on their works. t "

REPAIRS. 


(1.) Goalundo road between Shealo and Manikgunge.—Surface repairs to be done, including 
filling in ruts ‘and holes and clearing jungle, petty repairs to be done to bridges and the 
bund, and bamboo piling at the end of the road on the bank of river Pudma, and the inspection 
bungalow at Mohadebpore to be also repaired. Outlay sanctioned, as per the budget : 
is Rs. 825, including pay of chowkidars for nursing young trees. 

(2.) Naraingunge road.—The metalling im eertaim parts of this road to be renewed, 
petty repairs to he done to bridges, and the bamboo piling at Pagla, on the fifth mile, to be 
repaired, Amount sanctioned in the budget-estimate is Rs. 3,500, while the amount of the 
detailed estimate sent in by the District Engineer, and sanctioned in your No. 181T. dated 
18th December'1877, is Rs. 3,721, which exceeds the budget grant by Es. 221. The real 
estimate is only Rs. 44 above the budget-estimate, the balance being made up of the provision 
for contingencies, which is not required if the work is done by contract. 

(8. Mymensingh road, or road from Dacca to Toke.—Usual surface repairs to be oxecuted, 
jungle to be cleared off, and petty repairs to bridges to be done, 52 stone mileposts to be fixed 
along the line, and a new bridge will be built to renew the bridge at Goraran, Amount passed 
as per the budget-estimate is Rs. 4,590, while the amount of the detailed estimate prepared 
and sent in by the District Engineer, and sanctioned in your No. 581R. dated 30th 
November 1877, is Rs. 4,624, being Rs. 34 over the budget ; but the work will probably be 
done within the budget-estimate, as the contractors are not allowed the contingencies of the 
estimates. 

(4.) Bydobazar road.—This road will be repaired and cleared of jungle, and petty “repairs 
will also be effected to the bridges situated on the line, for which Rs. 380 only was set apart 
in the budget-estimate. The amount of the detailed estimate: submitted by the District 
Engineer, ond approved by me, is Rs. 971, which exceeds the budget allotment by Rs, 591. 
This excess is owing mainly to provision being made in the latter estimate to rebuild the 
south-east wing-wall of bridge No. 4, which fell down during the last rains after the budget- 
estimate was framed, and to fill up with earthwork the culvert opposite the Nawab's new house 
at Hajeegunge, which is in a dilapidated and unsafe state. The extra outlay will be defrayed 
from general savings, and has been sanctioned in your No. 597 R. dated 6th December 1877. 

(5.) Moonsheegunge-Sreenuggur road.— Surface repairs to be done to this road as far as 
Singpara, including the Joinshur branch, and repairs to be done to the bridges ; six new wooden 
bridges will also be erected. Amount sunctioned Rs, 2,480. . i ; : 

6.) Moniatroad.—Earthwork will be executed to a portion of this road from Nawabgunge 
to Sadipore, for which Rs. 795 was sanctioned. , 


(1.) Kolatya rogd.—Ordinary annual repairs will be done, for which Rs. 360 was passed. 


ORIGINAL Works. 


(8. The Goalundo line of road from.Dacca to Manikgunge will be Sandd as far as 
possible, and portions of the road mot sanctioned by Government will be re-surveyed. Outlay 
sanctioned in budget is Rs. 83,455, including surveying expenses. _ ; 

(9. The Tonghy iron bridge, which was commenced last year, is to be completed this 
year, for which Rs. 6,118 have been allotted. سور‎ 

(10.) The: Moonsheegunge- ur road from Singpara to Sreenuggur.—A sum of 
‘Rs. 10,349 wasesanctioned for in the búdget-estimate; but there is no prospect of the 
work being undertaken this ۲ he plans and estimates are not yet ready, and I gee no

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4. It will be seen that the outpost of Boorirhat has received the largest grant for 
roads, while in most of the other stations bridges — This is attributable to the 
fact that in Boorirhat there is the*Hatooria road, the only publie road we have in this’ sub- 
division, with which the people can easily connect their villages by means of gmail branches. 
In the other stations the people are just inning to. bridge their khals amd nullahs, and 
are anxiously looking forward for main roads like the one in Boorirhat. Thana Gopalgun 
has received no share of,the grants: no one applied for any. It appears that, excepting the 
bunder adjoining the police-station and the village Kajulea, no roads are needed for this part 
of the sub-division, which consists of one immense. swamp, the villages, com clusters o 
houses, standing here and there. A khal from Kaligram to Hurridaspore, ot, what woul 
perhaps be better, from Sendia to Hurridaspore, would have been a very useful work; and I 
e not know why, although included imlast year's budget, it „as not taken in hand during 
e year. : e v Ap... مد‎ 

5. Of the village roads constructed, it? was difficult to say whether they should be 
considered as original works or repairs, Very few villages in this part of the country can boast of 
raised roads. The footpaths, called haluts, are generally on ground level; in some cases 
below it; and the older the village the lower is the 108/4 To make a road over one of these 

‘haluts is therefore more expensive than a new construction over the plain ground. But, for 
divers reasons, the Aa/u£ of a village cannot be abandoned for a new line of road. i 

6. The Gangarampore khalgets a very strong current during the rains, and a large 
number of traffic boats pass by it in that season.. Sod after the completion of the wooden 
bridge here, a big, heavy-laden boat, carried by the current, stuck lengthwise against it, and 
brought *one-half of it completely down, Probably’ the site of the bridge was ill-chosen, 
or the fests not sufficiently driven into the earth. Another bridge on the Hatooria road, 
done by a contractor under the Public Works Department, also fell down during the year. With 
these examples before them, the Branch Committee have thought it proper no more to trast 
any important bridge to unprofessional hands, but to have all works of the kind executed under 
the supervision of the District Engineer. , 

7. Almost all these works have been seen by some members of this Committee, chiefly 
by the Sub-Inspector of Schools, ez-oficio member. He reports that the common defect be 
marked in the roads was that they have not been allowed sufficient slope. No instance has 
yet come to notice of any grant having been misappropriated or abused. 

8. On the whole, it will be seen that, as regards village roads, which are under the 
management of the Branch Committee, a good year’s work has been done. People now seem 
to appreciate the road cess, and will, no doubt, avail of its advantages more than they have 
hitherto done, 2i 

9. It has been stated that the only public road in this sub-division is the Hatooria road, 
in outpost Boorirhat. It should, however, be added that there are some very old roads in this 
part of the district, which must have originally eost several thousands of rupees, but which, 
for want of repairs or from other causes, have fallen into disuse and now lie hid in jungles. 
The Badshahi roads in thana Palong, Sophi Khan’s jungle in thana Kotwalipara, are 
examples of the kind. These roads ought sto be brought to light and, as far as possible, 
utilized. But to trace out these roads, to reconnoitre the country for laying out the lines of 
new works, and to look over the construction of the important village roads and bridges, it is 
necessary that an officer of overseer’s rank should be posted to this sub-division, at least for 
a year or so, The Branch Committee have on more than one occasion urged the measure to 
the District Committee.

Three meetings of the Branch Road Committee were held during the year, but that of 
22nd August 1876 referred chiefly to affairs of the same period. Baboo Syma Bunker 
Mozoomdar has given much assistance in finding most of the land for the Godarbazar and 
Baniabohoo roads. Baboos Dinabundhoo Chowdhry and Modhu Sudhan Pundit have given 
land for the latter road, and also permitted cuttings for the Punchashazari roads, east and 
west, near Goalundo, Moulvie Faiz Bux Ohowdhry has promised what land is wanted for 
repairs of the Pattani road, north of the railway line. Baboo Kalinath Chuckerbutty has 
allowed cuttings for the benefit of Furreedpore-Goalundo road, 

2, As to village roads, there is not so much work to show as during the previous year. 
I have had scarcely a single application on which anything could be done with the Rs, 2,000 
allotted under this: head. People are ready enough tọ petition for roads, but after doing 0 
become obstructive. As to the works of the previous year, chur Pallundo road was repaired 
by a contractor engaged by me. Fooltolah Lane was put to rights By a local man only 
after much exhortation on my part, and the same may be said of the bund at Singhia khal. 
Rupsa bunds weré repaired by alocal man, but his work was not of mach use, and only Rs. 100 
was spent. A bund was made over Farreedpore khal, and here I was more fortunate in finding 
Bepin Behari Shikdar, of Ramdia, who did the work properly. Nothing further has been done 
with the village roads in Baliakandy and Elishkole. - A road sirkar and peon are paid from 
the allotment for village roads, and their services have been maintained throughout the year. 

3. Under the above circumstances, the village road money became available for other 
purposes, and wag mainly spent under the following heads ;一

A.  Rupsa Bunds.—Rupsa is a village situated abont a mile east of the Chundna, and 
about half a mile south of the 184th milepost of the Eastern Bengal Railway, on the bak of 
an old course followed by the Chundna about 200 years ago. This bank is a high ridge on 
which are the villages of Lusbkafdia (now nearly washed away by the Ganges), Bhagulpore, 

.Madhubpore, Haroh, Rupsa, Arpara, and Kashinathpore. South of Rupsa the country slopes 
away into Nusseebshaye bhur, a large low-lyifrg plain, liable to disastrous inundation, but now 
and then in a fortunate season productive’ enough to supply rice for almost the whole of 
Goalundo Sub-Division, It was thus ‘an object with people south of Rupsa to keep out of 
the bhur the flood water which used to pour through the waterway called Shababutpore Dulla. 
The Eastern Bengal Railway was extended to Goalundo about seven years ago. , 

Instead of bridging the Mora Gunga (the Mora Chundna) in Kalokbalee, at 133 miles, 
it was found se tn to throw ‘an embankment over the shallow bed of the dead 
river, and make bridges further east. One of these is at Kameea (134 miles). Here 
to connect the bends of the dead river, on either side of the line; a khal was cut 
SE through the narrow strip of land shown on the mile-to-the-inch map as forming Kameea 

Mouzah. "The people to the north of the line approved of this eut, but those south of the 
line were too strong for them, used to bund the cut, and maintain the bund by force or show 
of force, In 1874, the floods threatened to top the bund, and it had to be cut by the Railway 
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Engineers in the presence of Mr: Davis, the then Sub-Divisional Officer, who found villagers 
assembled with intent to fight about it. The water thus set free rushed through the K: ۱ 
bridge away south, scoured out the khal in Rupsa village to a great depth, and swamped ` 
Nusseebshaye bhur. The mischief was, of course, intensified by the main stream of the Ganges 
- having in recent years come nearer than formerly to the railway line at this point, It happens 
that in the time of the old Nawabs there was an embankment, probably a branch of the old | 
Pattani road, along this bank of the Mora Chundna. In 1875, some Rs, 1,500 was spent in 
throwing a bund over Rupsa khai, and objection was taken to this expense as being incurred, 
for the benefit of crops. It is, no doubt, a great benefit to crops ; but it is admissible as a 
means of communication among the villages rpg and thus E 100 was expended in 
e repairing, the old bunds, as noticed in last year’s report,* 
Oe (deben, 1 Thesé old bunds were weak, and the ee of then water 
during the subsequent rains was in some places too much for them. It burst through them, 
but did not injure*the bund across the deep khal. During the past year the new bund has 
been heightened and strengthened, and the old bunds all along from Haroh to Kashinathpore 
have been repaired. A good road has thus been made about half a mile in length. Valuable 
as it is to the thickly-peopled villages in its vicinity as a mere roadyrit cannot fail tobe of far 
greater value ae an embankment protecting the largest rice-producing plains in the sub- 
division. During te past season the inundation has not been high enough to try these 
bunds. Before next rains perhaps some further turfing, sloping, and petty repairs are 
required. The work done bas been nearly all paid for,, The top water of the highest floods 
can still esgape eastwards over the high land north of Haroh, and westwards by Rutnudia 
khal into the Chundna, ' 

4. Furreedpore bund.—Furreedpore khal is an offshoot from: the Chundna, leaving that 
river at a point about eight miles due south-east of Rupsa, flowing eastwards into Nusseebshaye 
bhur, and helping to swamp that plain. It was cut, I am told, years ago, when Baliarkandy 
indigo concern was at work, to allow of boats getting from the bhur into the Chundna, and 
so down to the factory. As usual, with Bengal rivers, the bunds of the Chundna are the 
highest ground in its neighbonrhood. The result in course of years has been that the water 
from the Ghundna has scoured out the khal, and made it a deep channel 150 feet wide at top. 
Its silt has raised a good deal of the land near the villages, but the khal has yeap by year 
increased in size. Up to the year ago there had been no amun erop in the bhur for a long time, 
and what aus crop there was usually got ruined by early floods, The: bond was made before the 
rains of 1876, and was a most successtul work. It joins the villages of Furreedpore and Teloba, 
and is thus admissible as a road work. As to its result on the erops, it was one means of 
protecting the aus crop in the bhir last ۳ and allowed of a partial amun crop. This year the 
bunds at Rupsa were in good order, and likewise this Furreedpore bund. The result was an 
aus’ crop such as has been seldom, if ever, known. Unfortunately, the people in the bhur 
listened to some rumour that the bunds were not going to be repaired, and thus did not plant 
amun dhan this year, Enough has now been done for this work with road fun As an 
embankment, it must be perfected with money raised by private subscription. The late 
Magistrate and the District Engineer saw it during the rains of 1876, and directed some 
repairs. These were done at a cost of Rs. 20, but the money was not paid till this year, when 
Rs. 50 more was advanced to the contractor, who has still a further Rs. 26 to receive on aecount 
of repairs during the year under report, Here attention may be called toone reason why 
zemindars and others do not come forward in worke of this sort. Their lands are usually split 
up into jotes or other holdings at fixed rates, and thus public improvements benefit-not the 
zemindars but the actual cultivators and jotedars, who are incapable of united action and too 
often only anxious to work mischief to their neighbours, ۱ 

5. Banigbahoo roads.—Baniabahoo is a large, village or colleetion of villages, the 
condition of which has been a subject of reports and correspondence for years. The place has 
been for nearly two generations relapsing into jungle, and it is now more or less of a forest, 
Attempts have been made to do something, and the place was once a Municipality under some 
old Act. At hat time a road was made partly through the village. Beyond this the chief 
result of efforts for improvements has been a subscription of Rs. 300, raised some years ago, 
of which nobody can give, any account. Further enquiries were directed, and also the con-

H Vide letter (c). 7" of roads have been definitely chosen; ' 1 also proposed to run a 
line of road from Rajbareo feeder-road in Sarjankanda, about a mile from Rajbaree railway 
station, to Baniabahoo; and, in 1876, about two miles of it were constructed, namely, from 
Sarjankanda to thé Mora Padma, and from Kazee Bhadoor to Peazghatta „khal, near the 
Pattani road in Betolia, Both these works have been found of great sétvice, ' Of course 
no road can be constructed without a lot of people raising objections, but these have been 
overcome ; and now, when I go that way, the people beset me with inquiries as to when these 
two lengths of road are to be joined together by that from the Mora Padma to Radhagunga 
beel, The land for this part has been acquired, and the money awarded as compensation is 
held in deposit pending the Judge's decision about rival claims. The earthwork from Peaz- 
ghatta khal tothe Pgttani road, and thence across Matibhurah Mât to the head of ‚the 
Dhopaikhallee in Baniabahoo, has been thrown up.

It was, 
1 find from published reports, much damaged by the inundations of 1871; and this was only 
to be expected with a road that runs almost straight across the natural drainage of the country.

9. Another projeok still in abeyance is.a branch road from Sripore on the Rajbaree road, 
to run for about a mile along the bank of the Mora Padda, to the Pattani road. Thence, on 
the opposite bank of that river, the Humdumpore road runs southwards to Belgachee thana 
and Hamdumpore. This rond was made in 1875. Its extension to Sripore is at present in 

abeyance, pending arrangements about the land, One zemindar, Rajah Grish Chandra Rai, is 
willing to,give the land required, but the Narail zemindars have not yet given a definite 
answer about it, The road when made should benefit their rainy season ferry over the Mora 
Padda, which Would then be at the junction of cross-roads. ;

The clerks upon the establishments paid from the Road Oess Fund have given me satisfaction 
in the discharge of their duties, The road cess collection establishment worked very hard in 
completing the valuation of the district, which was an extensive and difficult job. 

12. The Road Cess Act has worked smoothly in the district. * Not a single objection was 
raised to the payment of the cess. The collection during the year amounted to Hs. 1,283,540 
against a demand of Rs. 1,93,455. Altbough at first sight the collection seems small, yet, if 
we consider the calamity with which the district was visited by the cyclone and storm-waves of 
the 31st, October 1876, it is, in my opinion, satisfactory, and shows a laudable punctuality on 
the part of the zemindars in meeting demands against them. It is said that the zemindars 
have not as yet been able to realize any road cess from their ryots and under-tenants. What 
they have paid they have paid from their own pockets or by borrowing. Even in the case of 
“the Government revenue, the zemindars had, on kis¢ days, to borrow at an exorbitant and 
ruinous rate of interest (10 to 15 per cent. per mensem) in order to pay what was due from 
them. They could not collect rents from their ryots, and food was selling at almost famine 
rates (8 seers rice per rupee), from the month of July last till the amun harvest was cut. The 
heavy arrear of cess which still remains to be levied will, it is confidently believed, be realized 
by March next, when the ryots, having secured their harvest and sold their surplus stocks, 
will be in a better position to pay. ۰ 1
